The attached seems a rather ambitious program for 
our Twentieth Anniversary ceremony but I believe it is a good idea to set 
our sights high and withdraw only as necessary. Assuming that many of the 
high-level officials will be able to attend, I believe the program should be 
much shorter than the hour which is now scheduled. It would be made clear 
in a talk by the Director* for instance, that the cumber of people being 
personally honored at the ceremony are representatives of the much larger 
body of employees who are eligible for the awards. 

I will appreciate your thinking and that of the DDCI 
and the DCI which will be guidance to us for making appropriate revisions in 
the program .
